The light business we have done has caused 
members to imagine that rival firms were cut­ 
ting p rices, and this susp icion may have 
p layed a p art in starting the war.

is one that worries all classes,from the states­ 
man to the trades unions and laborers them ­ 
selves. 
There is no doubt that the p resent 
system of p utting them at work making ar­

The clerks in the office of the second assist­ 
ant p ostm aster gener.il will be very much oc­ 
cup ied next month in looking over the bids 
which arc now being received for carrying the 
mails on the star and steamboat routes in the 
western section of the country. 
As is known, 
the country is divided into four sections, and 
each year contracts are awarded for carrying 
the mails in one of these sections for the four 
ensuing years 
The value of the service thus 
contracted for is about $3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , which 
the government p ays in addition to the com­ 
p ensation given to railroads, which forms an­ 
other branch of the mail service. 
The west­ 
ern section comp rises all the country west of 
the Missouri, and the railroad service is p rob­ 
ably less than in any other section, and hence 
the star service is more extensively in use. 
Four years ago, when these contracts were 
awarded, the rates obtained by the govern­ 
ment were, it is claimed by the contractors, 
too low, and in consequence they have not 
made much money, 
It is hop ed that better 
p rices will be allowed this year, although, 
naturally, there is no disp osition on the p art 
of the government officials to have the exp en­ 
diture for this service increased. 
The sp ecu­ 
lative contractor has a great deal to do with 
low bidding, for the reason that he gets a 
large num ber of contracts which he sublets 
either at the same p rice p aid him by the gov­ 
ernm ent or for more. 
When a man has 4 0 0 
or 5 0 0 contracts he can afford to sublet one 
here and there at a p rofit of $1 5 or $2 0 , be

There ought to be some means found where­ 
by the p risoner could be comp elled to earn 
his living and at the same time labor for the 
good of the entire state under whose laws he 
is a p risoner. 
To find emp loyment of this 
kind is the trouble, and it is a p roblem that 
has never been solved. 
The work m ust be 
what is known as government work, and of 
course no p lace of this kind can be found 
where the convict would not come into com­ 
p etition with the honest man at all; the best 
that 
can 
be 
done 
is to

the least harmful. 
I would suggest that 
the best p lace to use him is in imp roving the 
rivers. 
The state governments have to ap p eal 
to congress for money to do this work and by 
the tim e wages are p aid out of the small ap ­ 
p rop riations granted there is very little left to 
buy material with. 
W ith convict labor em­ 
p loyed on the Missouri for instance, for 
twenty-five years, that stream could be made 
to return millions of dollars to the p eop le of 
the state every year, and less damage be done to 
the interests of the honest laborer than by any 
other means in which the convict worker can 
be utilized.

HORSES THAT THE SOLDIERS LOVED- 


C ha rg ers tha t S eem ed a s J b'omi o f B a ttle a s 
their R iders. 
New York Tribune. 
Several horses became fam ous in the war of 
the rebellion from their association with fa­ 
mous commanders. 
Probably the only sur­ 
vivor of them all is “Old Sorrel,” Stonewall 
Jackson’s charger. 
General Jackson rode 
him in all tho battles in which he took p art, 
and was on his back when he received the 
wound from which he died. 
After p assing 
through various hands, Old Sorrel was sent 
to Mrs. Jackson, who afterward gave him to 
the M ilitary institute at Lexington, Ya. H e is 
about 30 years old, and his mane, tail, and 
fetlocks have nearly all disap p eared, one 
hair at a time, through the p ersistence of 
relie-hunters. 
The horse is still sp irited, 
although stiff in his joints. 
He is a general 
favorite, and is greatly p etted at the military 
institute. 
In the Ordnance museum on Gov­ 
ernor's island is the stuffed aud mounted 
skin of the celebrated charger that bore 
General Sheridan to 
W inchester—“twenty 
miles away.” 
He was foaled 
in the fall 
of 1 S59 at G:and Rap ids, Mich., and died on 
Oct. 2, 1878. 
He was taken into the army 
by an officer in the Second Michigan cavalry, 
of which Sheridan was colonel, and was p re­ 
sented to Sheridan by Cap tain Camp bell in 
the name of the officers of the regiment. G en­ 
eral Sheridan was on his back in nearly'eve­ 
ry battle which he fought from the beginning 
to the end of ‘he war. 
He was never wound­ 
ed, and had no sup eriors as a field horse. 
Among other color marks lie had three white 
feet, which are sup p osed by sup erstitious p eo­ 
p le to bring ill luck to the rider.
